from being at firſt only Auditors, of the Il. 
literate Camizars . and pretended Prophets, 
have learnt by 4 fond Imitation, to out-do 
them in their own Arts; and mhich aggra- 
vates the Guilt , though they are Profeſſors 
of Chriſtianity , yet blaſphemouſly aſcribe 
their blackeſt and moſt frightful Caprichio's,

might ſwallow down whole without examining 
the Ingredients whereof their Legends ate 
compounded, or what kind of Humours they 
are apt to produce. ; 


Well. meaning Men, may have very ill 
Opinions; and when they put no Reſtraint 
upon their Errors in Judgment, but ſuffer 
them to Tun into Errors of Practice; and 
from training at Gnats, have learn'd to 
ſwallow Camels; they are to be avoided with 
all imaginable Care and Caution. 


They alſo make a Noiſe about their work- 
ins Miracles; though all they have hitherto

Inſpired Prophets. 


LL Ages of the World having pro- 
'duc'd a Set of Men, that pretended 
to the Gift of Prophecy and working 
Miracles: We ought to be the leis 
ſurpris d at the late Appearance of cer- 
tain Cami ſars among us, who arm- 
— ing themſelves with the Style of 
Prophets, pretending to Divine Inſpirations, and being 
acted by the Holy Spirit of God, have drawn many af- 
ter them; for as there is nothing new under the Sun, ſo 
theſe Men do but re- act in London, what has been practi- 
ſed by themſelves and others, for ſeveral Years laſt 
paſt, in the Cevennes, and other Places in the French 
King's Dominions. 1 9 | 
Now in giving you the Hiſtory of the Riſe, Progrels, 
and Continuance of theſe pretended Prophets; 1 {nal 
wave all that is related of them by Popiſh Writers, who 
having been their avowed Enemies, little Truth or 
Fuſtice was to be expected from them; and confine my 
ſelf to the Relation they have given of themſelves, in a 
late Book, entituled, A Cry from the Deſart; which 
even Mr. Lacy thought fo Authentick, that for its ber- 
ter Reception, he has ſent it into the World by a Re- 
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commendatory Advertiſement to the Reader, of his own 
ccmpoling. | i 
They nrſt began in the Month of June 1688. and the 
firſt that laid claim to theſe extraordinary Gifts, was 
one Milliam du Serre, who dwelt in a Village called 
Dieu- le- fit, in Dauphine; where he preach'd his Exta- 
ſies, pronounc'd his Inſpirations, and inſtructed others 
in the Attainment of the ſame Faculty. His Example, 
Inſtruction, the Novelty of the Subject, and the Ap- 
probation it found among the Multitude, ſo increas d 
the Number of theſe Prophets, that before the End of 
February following, there aroſe in Dauphine, and then 
in the Vivarez, five or fix Hundred Proteſtants of both 
Sexes, that gave out themſelves to be Prophets, and in- 
ſpird of the Holy Ghoſt, The favourable Reception 
they mer with in propheſying the Downfal of Pha- 
roab, the Ruin of Antichriſt and Babylon, and the De- 
liverance of the Churcn ; which were taking Themes 
and obliging Diſcoveries, to a harraſs'd and oppreſs d 
People, that had long ſmarted under the Rods and 
Scorpions of a mercileſs Monarch, ſo far prevail'd, that 
in three or four Months after, the Sect of the Inſpired 
became ſo numerous, that the Valleys ſwarm'd with 
them, the Mountains were cover'd with them, and the 
Dioceſes of Uſez, Viviers, Alais, Niſmes, Montpelier, 
and Mende, were over- ſpread with ſuch a Number of 
Prophets, that in the Cevennes, and the lower Languedoc 
only, they were computed at Eight Thouſand Souls. 
And, which increaſes the Wonder of their multiply- 
ing, theſe Prophets, eſpecially at their firſt Appearance, 
were commonly young Boys and Girls, deſcended from 
the meaneſt of the People, and knew not ſo much as 
ro read: Nay, ſo diffuſive was the Gift of Prophecy, 
that it was exerciſed by. a Child in the Cradle of about 
fyurteen or fifteen Months old, and by ſeveral about 
two or three Years old, to the Admiration of numerous 
_ Spectators. — | 
Their Extafies precceding the Delivery of their In- 
{rirations were various, but generally managed -_— 
' this

this mamer: They rurn'd round with great Violence, 


till being quite giddy they fell upon the Floor. When 
ſo fallen, they roli'd their Eyes frightfully, look d wild 
and ghaſtly, work d their Lips in divers Figures, dri- 
vel'd and toam'd at the Mouth, held their Breaths, 
heav'd their Breaſts, puff d and ſwell'd their Throats, 
and ſometimes lay as if they were in a Trance. Then 
on a ſudden they would ſtart up, ſhake their Heads, 


Gulp and Hiccup ſtrangely, clap their Hands, move 
their Feet odly, ſhake their whole Bodies into Con- 


tortions, in the nature of Convulſions. Then they 
would quake, groan, laugh, belch, ſigh, ſing, ſhriek 
hideouſly ; and ar laſt, ſtretching their Mouths open, 
in a yawning, diſtorred, dreadful manner, in a doleful 


Tone, and as loud as they were able, would utter their 


Prophecies: And the Prophets now in England continue 
the ſame Methods. 

Theſe unuſual and uncouth Proceedings, were va- 
riouſly cenſur d, acording to the Intereſts or Under- 
ſtandings ot thoſe, that dived into theſe myſterious 
Undertakings, and exerciſed their Minds about them. 
Thaſe that thought a War neceſſary, and at that 
Juncture ſeaſonable, for the Reſtoration of their Reli- 
gion and Liberties, and were not over curious in the 
Election of the Methods for procuring them, thought 
Prophecy one of the moſt politick Stratagems that could 
be invented for chat purpoſe, and applauded the Pro- 
ject accordingly; becauſe that fort of Men would 
moſt greedily imbibe thoſe Notions, that were fir to 
be form'd into an Army: And Mr. Marion tells us, 
that the War begun only by Inſpirations *; for who 


would refuſe engaging, when the Spirit of God 


promis'd Succeſs. And truly they know little of Fo- 
rein Affairs, that can be ignorant of their unexpected 
Succeſſes, and the Trouble thoſe Jealots gave the 
Crown of France four Years together, before they could 
be ſubdued. And here I muſt nor omir, that the Or- 
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thodox Proteſtant Clergy ot thoſe Parts, were always 
Enemies to theſe Proceedings, and ſome of them wrote 
Books againſt it; particularly Mr. Mellat, who fled to 
Lauſanne, and ever fince the Inſpired have accounted 
them their Enemies, and pronounc'd Judgments againſt 
them. 1 : 

Others treated this Event as an Intrigue and Cheat; 
others as a Deluſian, that weak Minds are ſubject to 
in Matters of Religion; ſome have aſcrib'd it to a be- 
ing poſſeſs'd by the Devil, others again to ſome bodily 
Dijtempers, which, though natural, might have Symp- 
roms alike ſuprizing, In all which, I ſhall ſuſpend my 
own ſudgment, tilt a farther Information and Convi- 
ction ſhall ariſe, from a due Examination of their 
Words and Actions, ſince they came into Great 
Britain; . for Trees are known by their Fruit. And in 
the mean time, ſnall give you a brief Account of thoſe 
pretended French Prophets that are now among us; 
what their Buſineſs was in coming hither, how they 
have demean'd themſelves fince they came; and then 
proceed to their Proſelytes, the pretend Engliſ; Prophets 
and their Adberents. f 

There are only three of them, wiz. Elias Marien, 
John Cavalier, and Durand Fage, who all arrived at 
London, in September, 1706, | | 

Elias Marion, was born at Barre in the Upper Cevenner, 
in May 1658. of Proteſtant Parents, and when of compe- 
tent Vears, was put to an Attorney, in order to a fu- 
ture Lrvelyhocd ; but returning to his Father at three 
Years end, and finding two of his Brethren were inſpi- 
red, he alſo commenc'd a Graduate in the ſame Fa- 
culty, Fan. 1, 170; ; and in an Inſpiration was com- 
manded to go and join his Brethren, who were fighting 
for the Goipel, which he obeyed, and ſoon after had 
the Command of a Company, jointly with Abraham 
Mazel; but their Enemies having quite ruined the 
Country, their Commander Roland being dead, and

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the other Commanders, after the Example of Cavalier, 
having made their Treaty; he alſo capitulated, and 
obtained Leave with ſome others at the King's Ex- 
pence, to retire to Geneva, bur after three Months re- 
rurn'd again into the Cevennes, An. Dom. 1705. But 
being unſafe there, he went into Lauſanne in Switzer- 
land; where he continued, till by an expreſs Inſpira- 
tion he was commanded to go to London, where he ar- 
riv'd, Sept. 26. A. D. 1706. by a Call from God, 
without knowing for what Defgn he was called hi- 
ther, | 
The ſame Reaſon I preſume he will give for his e- 
gregious Ditiimulation; being a Papiſt at Toulouſe, and 
a Proteſtant at Barre * ; for his Inſolence, in preſuming 
to adminiſter the Holy Sacrament, having no lawful 
Call to the Miniſterial Office t; and for ſaying, there 
was Foy among the Angels in Heaven for that Days work 
of his; though he cannot be inſenſible, that that Action 
was a Breach of God's own Inſtitution, Legal and E- 
vangelical.. And for a Proof of his Veracity, he lays, 
*. that his Brother Anthony, having an Inſpiration. at 
Barre, was commanded by the Spirit, for the Convi- 
ion of ſome preſent, to rike his Breaſt with the point 
of a Knife, with Aſſurance it ſhould not hurt him, where- 
upon a large and pointed Knife was given him, and 
he ſtruck the point of it ſeveral times, with great Force 
upon his Breaſt and Stomach, ſo that we heard the noiſe 
of the Knife, as if it had ſtruck, upon a Board or Iron, 
but his Clothes were not pierced. I ſhall make no 
Reflections upon theſe Stories; only take leave to tell 
him, that unleſs his Brother was inveſted with a Coat 
of Mail, nothing can ſolve the occurring Doubr, bur 
their general Anſwer to all Scruples, Inſpiration. I 
could give other Inſtances of his Over-reaching, bur 
that I bluſh to think, that any thing calid a Chriſtian, 
ſhould make the holy and bleſſed Spirit of God, the 
Author of ſuch deſperare and butcherly Convictions. - -

John Cavalier, was born at Sauve in the Cevenney, 
of Proteſtant Parents, bur according to his own Ac. 
count of himſelf“, I cannot find he was bred to any 
Employment, but led a very looſe Lite, till his Curioſi- 
ty led him to a numerous Meeting in Barre, where a 
little Boy lying on his Back, with ſurprizing Agita- 
tions that frighted him, mark d him out for a Scoffer; 
and another Boy falling into an Extaſie, commanded 
the Door to be watch'd, leſt he ſhould go away, and 
diſcover the Aſſembly ; which Story I fhall make uſe 
of by and by, not much to his Reputation. A third 
Boy fell into violent Agitations, and diſcovering to him 
the very Thoughts of his Heart, and preſſing him to 
amend his Life, it had, as he ſays, ſuch Effect upon 
him, that as ſoon as the Sermon was ended, there. 
ſeem'd a beating like a Hammer in his Breaſt, which 
kindled a Fire in his Veins, and was followed by vio» 
lent Agitations of his Head and Body, which continue 
upon him to this very Day. At leygth, after three 
Quarters of a Years Hiccup and Agitations, without 
Speech“, he fell into an extraordinary Extaſy; God 
open'd his Mouth, and he became a Prophet allo. 

After this he tells wonderful, I had almoſt ſaid in- 
credible Stories; how one Clars, in an Inſpiration, ac- 
cuſing one of the Brethren, for defigning ro betray his 
_ Coatin (Colone!) Cavalier, which nor finding Credit 
among the reſt of his Prerhren, the Spirit ſaid by the 
Mouth of Clary .*.; O People of little Faith, do you ſtill 
doubt of my Power among you, when I have made you ſee 
fo many Wonders of it. I command a Fire immediately to 
be made, and I ſay unto thee, my Child, I will that theu 
put thy ſelf into the midſt of the Flames, and they ſhall 
have no Power to hurt thee, A Fire was made accor- 
dingly, of Bruſh Wood and dry combuſtible Stuff“, 
mix'd with large Sticks, and heap'd up in the midſt of 
the Congregation, on a n Ground, and the People 
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ſtood round about it. Claris, who had upon him a 
white ſtrait Frock, being a Brick/ayer by Trade, put 
himſelf upon the top of the Pile of Wood, ſtreight up- 
right, with his Hands join'd ard lifted over his Head; 
he was ſtill in his Extaſie, and continued to ſpeak in 
the Flames, though I could not underſtand what he 

ſaid. The Fame mounted in an inſtant, ſo that he 
was {urrounded with the Flames that roſe much above 
his Head. He ſtood in the Flames near a quarter of 
an Hour, till the Wood was quite ſpent, and there was 
no more Flames; the Spirit was ſtill upon him, and he 


came out unhurt, but with Hicexps and heavings of the 


Breaſt upon him. He was the firſt that embraced 
Claris after he came out of the Fire, and took notice 
of his Clothes and Hair which the Flames fo 
much reſpected alſo, (they are his own Words) that 
no mark of Fire could be diſcerned upon them: All 
this he ſays he ſaw and heard, bur gives no other Te- 
ſtimony to confirm it but his own, and of what Credit 
that is, you will hear anon. 

Further he . ſays “, that Brother Compan, a young 


Man, modeſt, good, and of an ardent Zeal, fell into 


an Extaſie, and, under his Agitations, ſaid by the Spirit, 
to this Effect; My Child, I command thee, to demonſtrate 


to my * how terrible the Flames of my Wrath are 


upon thoſe that provoke me, and to ſhew them outward 
Tokens of that Mercy and Lcve I have towards ſuch who 
ſball fear me and repent, After this, he made thoſe about 
him give way, and having form'd a Ring about him, it 
was commanded him by the Spirit, to draw near the 
Mouth of the Bottomleſs Pit, and pur his Hands into 
the Flames which burſt out rhence. He accordingly 
ſtept a little to the left of him, and ftrerch'd our his 
Hand, bur ſnarch'd it back again with moſt terrible 
Shricks. He advanc'd two or three times in like man- 
ner, by Order, and every time ſtarted back again with 
Fright and Hurry, always ſhricking out horribly, Ar

length it was commanded him, to approach Heaven 
Gate, that was upon his Right; he went accordingly 
and knock, and a dreadful Voice demanded ffom his 
Mourh ?

In that Moment, a Voice 
threatning him, his Body roll d up in a Round, after 
{ome ſtrange Agitations, and then was raisd from the 
Earth, and flung 15 or 20 Paces backward; he 
Bs fruing ſoon after, went again to the Gate, craving Mer- 
cy anc Fergivenels; but he was again ſtruck back, 
with taarp Reprimands and new Menaces, which” was 
{ſeveral times reiterated, however, he deſiſted not; 
= and ar laſt, with great Joy, the Gate of Heaven was o- 
pened ; then did he ſignifie f, that he ſaw Armies of 
Angels attending the Throne of God, finging Anthems 
of Praile and Adoration, he himſelf in Symphony ſing- 
ing ſweetly with them; wherecf we all ftood admiring 
and delighted Witneſſes, as may well be conceived, on 

ſo marvellous an Occurrence. * 1 Ss 

' Ceriainly Mr. Cavalier, and the reſt of the Publiſhers 
of theſe pretended Deluſions, think they are able to im- 
© poſe any thing upon this credulous Nation, which all 

fober Men think at the beſt, are needleſs Triflings, ti- » 
diculous Impoſitions, and falſe and fictitious Abſurdiries, 
I call them zcedleſs Triflings, becauſe the Holy Scrip-- 
tures give usa more veritable and ſolid Deſcription of 
Heaven and Hell, than all this, or whatever elſe they 
can invent, will amount to; and where the holy and 
infallible Oracles ſpeak fo plainly, we have no reaſon 
to regard what is ſaid by Mortals, that are either under

Mir. Cavalier having obliged us with theſe Curioſities, 
and how he became a Prophet, he further tells us, that a 
Report being ſpread, of his being diicover'd in the Af- 
fair fallen out atNi/mes,the diſmal Story of which is well 
known; his Father to take him our of the Danger at- 
rending that Report“, bought him a Sub-Lieutenant's 
} lace in the Marquis de Brog/zo's Regiment, then in 
Tah, where he ſerved a while, but by the Ad vertiſe- 
ments of the Holy Spirit to leave that Army, he procur d 
a Paſport from the Duke of Vendoſine, and went di- 
rectly to Geneva, and there learning that his Couſin 
Cavalier was gone to raiſe a Regiment in Holland, he 
follow'd him rhirher, in hopes of a Commiſſton from 
him, but falling ſick, was diſappointed; and was ad- 
vis d, as the Caſe ſtood with him, to go immediately 
for England, and there F to try to join Mr. Cavalier in 
his Expedition; but when he came to London, the Fleet 
was at Torbay, and waited only for a Wind to ſail, ſo he 
reſolved to continue in London, where liking his Quar- 
ters he ſtill remains. . 
But I muſt not leave Mr. Cavalier, without remark- 
ing, chat if his Prophecies, Predictions, Inſpirations, and 
Warnings, be allof a piece with this Hiſtory of himſelf, 
there is no Truth at all in them. For while he lived 
in the Cevennes, he was an egregious Diſſembler, an in- 
famous Trayter to the Proteſtants of that Country, and 
frequented their Meetings for no other end, but to diſ- 
cover them to the Intendant, in order to have the Per- 
ſons aſſembled, ſeized, ſent to the Gallies, Hang'd oy 
Burcher'd, as in the diſmal Tragredy at Niſines and 
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other Places, all which J will prove by many undeniable 
Teſtimonies that are not here inſerted, becauſe I am of 
Opinion that he confeſs d enough aiready in the forego- 
ing Narrative, that he is guilty of what he is charged 
withal above, and what will follow; beſides ſinking 
under this Dilemma, that either he in deny ing the Fact, 
or the little Boy the Prophet, that in an Inſpiration caus d 
the Door to be ſhut, to prevent his going to diſcover the 
Meeting, are notorious Prevaricators ; and it cannot 
be the little Conjurer, as he calls this diminutive Pro- 
phet “; for Mr. Cavalier ſays, that he could not have 
more plainly detected him as a diſaffected Perſon, with- 

out naming his Name and. Sirname. 
But to what purpoſe do I waſte Time, in inſiſting 
upon, the Evidence of three Boys, that I have as little 
eneration for under the Name of Prophets, as for him- 
ſelf,fince I have aCloud of Witneſſes: The whole Body of 
Proteſtants look d upon him as a Penſioner to the Inten- 
dant of Montpelier, and for that Reaſon, when the Pro- 
teſtants watch d, to give him a Reward ſuitable to his 
Deſerts, he was forc'd to ſhelter himſelf from the 
Effects of their furious Zeal, by entring himſelf a Sol- 
dier in the Citadel; from whence he was ſent by the 
Intendant, to ſerve under the Duke of Vendoſme in Italy, 
as not being ſafe in thoſe Parts of France; nor is there 
any Credibility in that Clauſe of his Hiſtory, where he 
ſays, that his Father bought him a Commiſſion, to ſecure 
him from the Danger of the Report of his being a 
Penſioner; for firft, his Father was not able to buy him 
a Commiſſion. 2, He was a zealous Proteſtant, and 
would not; nor would he have been entertained in the 
Marquis de Broglio's Regiment, if he had not been a 
known and profels'd Enemy to the Reformed Religion ; 
bur at length ſeeing himſelf hated by both Parties, he 
rurn'd Proteſtant at Geneva, Prophet in Switzerland and 
Holland, and under that Character came ro London.

Durand Fage, was born at Auban in Languedoc, , and 
before he left that Country in A. D. 1605, he ſaw many 
Infants under Agitations, and ſpeaking by Inſpiration of 
whom the youngeſt ; as I remember, was a Girl of about 3 
Years old, in the Village of St Maurice, near Youſy. Fuly 
A. D. 1702. was the firſt religious Meeting he was at, 
where a Girl of 11 years old, who could not read, was 
ſeized with Inſpiration, continued a long Prayer, and 
after wards an Exhortation that laſted about three quarters 
of an Hour, ſpeaking good French, which at another 
times ſhe could nor. After more religious Exerciſes, this 
Girl fell again into an Extacy, and deſcribing Monſieur 
Fage, ſaid, that if he continued to come to the Aſſemblies, 
he ſhould receive a Gift from God, This had ſome Effect 
upon him, rho' at that time he had the Misfortune 


ro bear Arms in the Militia againſt the Camizars 3 but 
after a while, a Couſin of his laid in Extacy, that the 


Sword by his ſide, would be drawn agæinſt the Enemies of 
the Goſpel, and thereupon he ſhiſted Sides, and being ta- 
ken with a Shivering, and ſome Agitation, continual 
Sighings, and a ſort of Startings, at length hi Mouth was 
open d, and then he ſpake very ſurprizing things. Some 


of his Brethren were ſtill in Arms in the Upper Cevennes, 


bur the Kings Troops being placd in all the Avenues, 
he found ir unpracticable to juin them, and for that rea- 


ſon he accepted the Amneſiy, and with the Leaders, Ma- 


rion, Abraham, la Valette, and other Camiſars, was con- 
ducted under a Guard to Geneva, where they arriv'd, 
Auguſt 24. 1705. When he had continu'd there, and ar 


Lauſanne, and Baxzil, about 7 Months looking after an 


Employment, he travelled for Holland, in Expectation 


that Colonel Cavalier, under whom he had born Arms, 
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would have taken him into his Regiment, but it was full 
beſore he came thither. N 

At the time of this Diſappointment, there being a Re- 
port, that five or fix Regiments were raiſing in England, 
to beemployed in an intended Deſcent upon France, he 
came to London, where he finds ſo good Entertainment, 
thav I ſuppoſe he will not leave it in haſte. 

What theſe Gentlemens Buſineſs was in England, they 
have ſeverally told you already, and amounts to no more 
or leſs in the whole, than that they came hither to procure 
from Colonel Cavalier, or other French Officers, tome 
Military Employment, and being diſappointed, fell ro 


their old Trade of Propheſying. Bur notwirhſtanding 


this Relation; the Affair is variouſly diſcours'd by others. 
Some are of Opinion they were invited hither, and are 
perſuaded to this Belief, by the Pains that Mr. Facio 
takes ro make Marion, Cavalier, and Fage, in the Ac- 
count they give of themſelves, ro deny by ſolemn Oaths 
and Proteſtations, that neither directly nor indirectly, 
were they ſent for hither by any Perſon living, but came 
of their own mere Motion. And for my part, tho' I 


have made the beſt EnquiriesI could of others, and be- 
ſtowed ſome Thoughts upon it my ſelf, I cannot com- 


prehend the Myftery of their being ſent for, without 
thinking them and thoſe that ſent for em, in the Inte- 


reſt of the French King, and conſequently the worſt Men 


living. 


Others ſay, they came to leyy Forces to recruit theit 


broken and ſcatter d Army in the Cevennes; and indeed, 
there is ſome colour for that Suppoſition, in ſeveral of 
Mr. Marion's firft Prophetical Warnings, where he talks 
much + of Fighting againſt their Enemies, and of the 


Spirt”'s tell ing him he muſt ſuddenly leave this Country; 


bur this makes no Impreſſion on my Thoughts, when 1 
conſider, that neither in their Perſons, Capaciries, or 
Circumſtances, are they qualified for any other Em- 
ployment than what they follow, in which they are perfect 
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Maſters, and have a requiſite Stock of Aſſurance to car- 
ry it on. For tho Mr. Facio one of their Scribes, has 
taken a world of Pains with his Pen, ro ſhew them 


Men of Parts, and of a generous Education; yer in truth, 
the two firſt are Men of very mean Parts, and ſhallow 


Capacities, and Fage has none in the World; and yer 
by Cuſtom and Practice, have all learned the Knackaf 
making a rude Inſolence bear out their want of Know- 


ledge. | 
Bur not to dwell on this Head, if I may be allow'd 


among others to gueſs at their Errand into this Country, 


I think 'twas becauſe rhey could find Shelter no where 
elſe, or Relief of their urgent Neceſſities, but from fo 


charitable a People as the Engliſh are, and ho giving 


great Liberty in point of Religion, they were in hopes 
of impoſing their Enthuſiaſtich Extravagancies under the 
ſame Pretext, but how they ſucceed in their Enterprize, 
Time will manifeſt; for I look upon their preſent Glare 
of Fortune, but as a Snuff, that burns brighteſt when 
it's 2 in a Stink. | | 

The Perſons Names who write what is pronounc'd by 
by theſe pretended Prophets in their * are, 
John Daude, Nicholas Facio, and Charles Portales. | 

The Cuſtom of theſe Scribes, who think all Divine 
that the Prophets utter, is to copy their Prayers upon rheir 
Knees, and what Chaſms happen by the French Pro- 
phets quick way of Delivery, they fill up from one an- 
others Notes, and when at any utter Loſs, they fall to 
Prayer, and then the Spirit ſupplies the very Words 
which fill up the Hiatus valde deflendus, as nicely as two 
indented Tallies fit each other. However, tis obſer- 
vable, that the Scribes take a great deal of Liberty in 
correcting and amending their Notes one from another, 
in order to make good Senſe and good French, tho per- 
haps the Prophets ſpoke neither; ſo that in their Pro- 


phetical Warnings, you have a Melange of the Spirit's 


Dictates and the Scribes interpoſitory Emendations or 
Interpretations; for whatever they, being the only Men 


of Letters among em, commit to Writing, muſt pabs,

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the Prophets having neither Senſe not Courage enough to 
Jiſpure or contradict them. 


Next I proceed ro examine Mr. Marion's Prophetical 


Warnings, bur firſt by way of Prevention think my ſelf 
oblig d ro premiſe, that tho the Saying of one of the 
Grecian Sages Mnjvnoo 4715ev, have a care of being too 
Cregulous, has always kept. me upon my Guard, in re- 
lation to new Diſcoveries and greater Lights in Religi- 
on, in Oppoſition to what is revealed in Holy Scripture; 
yet I am not apt to accuſe every ſtrange and uncommon 
Occurrence of Falſity, or think that an Omnipotent Be- 
ing, cannot inſpire Men in theſe Days as well as in the 
former, or act Miraculouſſy, when, where, and by what 


Inſtruments he pleaſes. But when I ſee more of the Man 


than the Miracle, more of the Man than of God or the 
Prophet; and that the prerended Inſpirations, are in di- 
rect Oppoſition to the Word of God, that more ſure Nord 
of Prophecy ; if an Angel from Heaven ſhould avouch 
in their Favour, I would not believe him. 

Weak, bur well meaning Men, under a fimple and 
undeſigning Delufion, are Objects of our Piry and Pray- 
ers, in order to their being reclaim'd and eftabliſh'd in 
the ſound Principles of the Chriſtian Faith ; bur rhofe 


that continue obſtinate in their Errors, and can neither 


ſpeak Reaſon nor ſubmit to Truth when they hear it; 
ought to be reprimanded and detected, to prevent an E- 
pidemical Infection. N 
Which being now fallen to my Lot, who have uſed all 
imaginable Diligence to ſatisfy my ſelf in the Proceed- 


ings of theſe pretended Prophets, and in procuring the 


beſt Informations from ſeveral Gentlemen of known and 


undoubred Reputation, who were Eye and Ear Wit- 
neſſes; whole Letters will be inſerted in their proper Pla- 
ces; Jembrace it chearfully, becauſe the Men that turn 
the World upſide down (in a literal Senſe) are come hither 


alſo. 


Now in diſcharging the Buſineſs of this Province, it 
cannot be expected that I ſhould make Animadverſions 


upcn all their Prophetical Warnings, for if I ſhould a 
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Mr. Marion in all his Rambles, and remark every thing 
that is really exceptionable, it would ſwell into a large 
Folio, and be little advantage to the Reader, ſince the 
greateſt part, if not all their In pirations, are muffled up 
in dark Concluſions, and intricate Riddles, that are of no 
uſe but to rack the Brain, puzzle the Underſtanding, 
and poſe and confound the Judgment; which is the pe- 
culiar Talent and ſubrle Contrivarice of theſe Prophets, 
or rather their Scribes behind the Curtain, who being 
ſenſible, that neither their Matter nor Method of Delive- 
ry, haye any warrant from Scripture, they wrap it up in 
Words, more ambiguous and doubtful than the Ethnick 
Oracles. However, I don't queſtion bur to humour all 
Parties, in culling out the moſt material Inſpirations. 

\ The ingenuous and orthodox Reader, becauſe I ſhall 
give him a Specemen, without nauſeating him with the 
whole Volume: And the Inſpired themſelves, in pick- 
ing out the moſt remarkable and ſurprizing Inſtances, in 
doing which, I ſhall pleaſe my ſelf alſo; being of Opi- 
nion, that that which they peculiarly deſign and publiſh 
as a Project of their Wildom, is a Demonſtration of 
their Folly and Wickedneſs.

There were other Inſpirations that preceeded this, and 
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were delivered in a very unpoliſh'd Stile, as indee all | 


the reſt were till they came acquainted with Mr. Facio, 
who lick d the Cubs out of their Native Defortnity 
into a more tolerable Shape; which raking up ſome 
time, was the Reaſon, that whar they delivered in 
September 1706. was not publiſh'd either in French or 
Engliſh before April 1707. and yer Mr. Daude, Mr. Fa- 
cio, aud Mr. Portales, the Scribes to the French Phari- 
ſees, affirm upon their Oaths, that they never inſerted any

The Trumpet, he 
ſays, is ready to ſound. If by it he underſtands, that the 
Day of Judgment is approaching, he is very much con- 
cernd in the Prediction; for ir would be dreadful for 
him to be found doing what he does; he is very fond of 
talking of Thunderbolts, tho moit learned Men are of O- 
pinion, that there is no ſuch this in the World, ac- 
cording to the common Accepraioi: : And to ſhew that 
he is no better skill'd in Divinity than Natural Philoſo- 
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phy z the Spirit ſays by his Mouth, that be will not have

I will not ſay this is Blaſphemy in Mr. Marion, in ma- 
king two of the Sacred Perſons in the Bleſſed Trinity 
contradict one another ; bur this I dare affirm, thar he 
can never extricate himſelf from the, Conſequence of it; 
but by confeſſing, that the Spirit that ſpeaks in him, is 
a lying Spirit, and not the Spirit of God. Beſides, Mr, 
Marions Doctrine, under this Reſtriction, is very Un- 
Charitable, not to ſay Unchriſtian; for if the Prophets, 
Evangeliſts, Apoſtles, and Primitive Preachers, had been 
as nice as he is, twould have been very unhappy for 
thoſe good Men, who owe their Converſion to their com- 
ing to hear the Word preached, merely out of Curioſity, as 
might be inſtanc'd in St. Auſtin and many others.

Is he unconſtant and wavering in his Reſolutions ? cer- 
tain j no Chriſtian dares ayer it, that thinks it to be the 
Holv Sp ot God, Ani in truth, all Eis- impertinent 
Re etitions of rhe ſame things over and over, are nothing 
bur Blirds to hide the incurabiciDefect in his Intellects, 


the Dulneſs of his Invention, and his extream 1 
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of Matter and Words, which forces him upon his re? 
peared Common Place Tautologies ; ſuch as my Child, 
my Child, I tell thee, I tell thee, I tell thee, zes, yes 1 
yes, no, no, mo, no my Child, I tell thee ; ſometimes 
five or ſix times together, only to give him time to think

What an idle and inſignificant mixture of Comedy and 
Tragedy is contain d in this Farce, ſometimes acting like 
an Antick or Buffcon, in ſinging French to an Engliſh Aſ- 
ſembly that underſtood none; otherwhiles playing 
Pinkeman's Part, in promiſing to ſhew extraodinary Sights 
and enriching himſelf with Treaſures, and the excellent 
Faculty of ſinging Triumphant Songs, a la mode de France, 
and then concluding with the part of an angry Prophet, 
in forerelling the Burning of London, and denouncing o- 
ther Judgments upon the Inhabitants of this famous and 
flouriſhing City. Which variety of Actions and Hu- 
- mours, ſhews him truly French, and that like their Por- 
tage, he 1s made up of every thing. Vou ſee his comi- 
cal Part has made me alſo a little merry with him; and 
who can forbear ridiculing and expoſing a Buſſeon, u- 
ſurping the Office and Name of a Propbet.

* AE I had in vain ſought Occaſions, to ſatisfy my 


Curioſity, in ſeeing and hearing the French Prophers 
in their Extaſies, as they call them; I was at laſt in- 
vited about 4 or 5 Months ago, to a Friend's Houſe 


near Red-Lyon-Square ; where being conducted into a 


* Chamber, I found Mr. Cavalier was under violent A- 
gitations in a corner of the Room, about 7 or 8 Per- 
* ſons being preſent, I confeſs, his Agitations and Pro- 
* phecies had no Impreſſions on me in his Favour ; there 
* ſeeming ſo much Affectation in his Motions, and no- 
thing extraordinary in his Expreſſions, but a perpetu- 
* al Round of the ſame thing over and over, as if he 
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had been repeating by Heart, ſome of Mr. Marions 
Marnings that are printed. 

« The Extaſie being over, I had an Opportunity of 
0 addreſſing my ſelf ro Mr. Facio, whom 1 had heard, 
te was a Man of Letters, and religiouſly diſpoſed. I 
« was ſo very much diffatisfied with Cavaliers Enter- 
e rainment, that I was ſurpriz d to find any Men of 
£* Senſe affected with it; much more to ſee Mr. Facio 
* ſo diligent in penning every thing that was ſaid, with 
tas much Care as if it had been delivered from Mount 
* Sinai, Whereupon I ask'd him, if he had never 
* doubred the Sincerity of theſe Gentlemen? Who an- 
c ſwered me he had, and particularly upon Mr. Fage's 
* uſing ſtrange Words in one of his Extaſies, which he 
* thought had no Relation ro any Language; bur bein 
* nor preſent when he ſpoke them, could nor ſo well 
judge of them; therefore hearing Mr. Fage ſay, in an 
Extaſie, that in a ſhorr time he ſhould again ſpeak 
*in an Unknown Tongue; tho Mr. Facio's Eſteem of

Facio, that had been converſant in 52 Languages; 
that he returned home under the greateſt Concern 
© 1maginable ; being under Apprehenſions, that hither- 
to he and his Friends had been ſcandaloufly mock'd, 
abus d, and impos d on, 
e Here he paus'd, and gave me room to ask him, 
. © how he ſurmounted this Difficulty; which he faid, 
aa oa | be 
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« was by applying himſelf to Prayer, in which, he was 
& directed not to reject the Prophets: Beſides which So- 
« lution, he thought the Words, or rather inarticulate 
« Sounds, might allude to the Law among the Jews, 
* not to exceed forty Stripes in puniſhing ſome Offen- 
ces; and tho he did not count the Blows Fage gave 
« himſelf, yet he believed they were about that Num-

4 I further ask d him about the Fudgments, beſides that 
* of Fire, that were to fall upon London; whether they 
© had propheſy'd upon any ſuch Subject, and what they

Days before they had propheſy d, that in three Weeks, 
* ſome heavy Tokens of God's Diſpleaſure ſhould fall 


upon this City, I asked him his Opinion of the three 


„Weeks; whether it was to be underſtood as we mean 

in common Speech? He anſwered, that the Judg-

This Letter being ſomewhar long, I ſhall be the brief- 
er in my Reflections. The firſt thing obſervable, is, 
the Infincerity of the Prophets, and thoſe that have tranſ- 
mitted their Inſpirations to us, in impoſing a manifeſt 
Untruth upon their Readers, in concealing the Time, 
and putting themſelves upon another Evaſion (which 
you ſhall have ere long) to keep up the Reputation of 
the Prophets, and cover their extravagant Caprichios,

If the Secrets of the Lord were only with thoſe that 
fear him, a very ſmall portion of them would fall ro Mr. 
Marion's Share. For if he either feared or believed a 
God, he durſt nor ſport with his holy Name at ſo odd a 
rate as he does in the foregoing Paragraph, where there 
js no ſolid Senſe, Matter or Coherence, but a confuſed 
huddle of Words, that fignify nothing bur to diſcover his 
own Folly ; of whom and his Fellows ir may be truly ſaid, 
as LaRantius of ſome inſipid Philofophers, Multa lo- 
quuntur, nihil dicunt ; tho they ſpoke much, they ſaid 
nothing, becauſe nothing ro Purpoſe, There's a great 
difference between Speaking and Babbling, for one has 
Reaſon on its ſide, and the other only Noiſe. The lat- 
ter only prevails with theſe Prophets: for what Purpoſe 
can this Inſpiration refer to, in putting God Almighty 
upon ſo mean an Office, as to watch Mr. Marions ſtay. 
ing at home or going abroad, and for ſuch a mere No- 
thing, to threaten him with Deſtruction, as if it had 
been one of the greateſt Acts of Diſobedience in the 
World. What is this but mere Babbling for Babbling 
ſake, or at beſt, a Deception or Impoſture, that by Cu- 
ſtom they have ſuffered to paſs upon their own Under- 
ſtandings, and now, to uphold ſome gainful Practices, 
would top it on others for an Inſpiration.

them take their Courſe, 

Rely thou upon me, and fear not. | 
If Mr. Marien, or rather Mr. Daude and Mr. Portales, 
baye no better way of proving the Veracity of their Pre- 
ditt ions, than what they employ in the above recited Pa- 
ragraph, no Men of common Senſe will regard them; 
for conſidering how they demeaned themſelves both in 
their Words and Actions, all this might have been fore · 
told without the help of Prophecy; and that with as much 
eaſe, as a Burglar being taken breaking into a Houſe, 
might be told, if he perlever'd in ſuch Courſes, Hang- 
ing would be the End of him. Marion and bis two other 
Brethren in Iniquity, had utter d Blaſphemy, or what 
border d near upon it: Affronted the Government, and

The three preceeding Warnings being taken by Mr. 
Daude, Mr. Facio and Mr. Portales having ſomething 
more of Nothing. in them than their Leaders, and yet are 
extreamly defective in point of Truth; for if, according 
to Mr. Facio's own Interpretation of the Text, by Pha- 
raoh we are to underſtand the French King, who was to 
be deftroyed in two days, or at moſt in two days and a 
half, according to the common way of ſpeaking of all the 
World, then the Prediction is falſe; for the French King, 
to the trouble of all Europe, 1s ſtill alive, and tyrannizes 
as much as ever; but if, according to Mr. Facio's ſhift, 
who they lay is a great Proficient in Rabinnical Progno- 
ſtications, as well as in Geometry and rhe ſcandalous Arr 
of Figure-flinging, viz.

+ My Child, Antichriſt ; not in one place only; there 
more than one Antichriſt ; there are ſeveral of them in the 
Earth; he 1s over all the World; there is no place where he 
does not dwell. 8 | : 

Tho Learned Men differ in their Sentiments about 
who is Antichriſt, ſome affirming it to be the Turk, o- 
thers with more reaſon ſay ir is the Pope, and fix his re-

ſidence at Rome; yet, till Mr. Marion multiply'd the 


number, all agreed that there was but One; and in this 
Opinion they were confirmed by the Holy Scriptures, 
which, whenever they deſcribe or mention Antichriſt, 
ſpeak always in the ſingular Number, of One and not 
many Antichriſts ; bur it's the unhappy fate of Mr. Ma-

By what Figure Mr. Marion ſpeaks, would puzzle 
any learned Man to reſolve, but Mr. Facio, who is their 
Tutor and Interpreter ; for whenever this pretended 
Prophet ſpeaks in Extaſie or Inſpiration, it's all menda- 
cious Amuſement and Riddle; for if one Day muſt be 
underſtood literally, let it be a Natural or Artificial

bur to the better ſort of Men he employs more Art and 
Cunaing, appears like an Angel of Light, and covers 
his 1il Deſigns under the Name of God and Goodnels ; 
and by this means, if it was oiſible, would deceive the 
very. Elect. Pretending to Inſpiration and Prophecy are 
enſnaring Baits, and the Prince of Darkneſs is not unskil- 
ful in applying them; therefore I would have Mr. Lacy 
conſider, that the Devil, notwithſtanding all his fair 
Shows, is never more a Devil, than when he is à Lying 
Spirit in the Mouths of falſe Prophets. 5 | 
Being unſetted in Religion, and under pretence of 
trying all things, Men often let go that which is good, and 
when once they turn their Backs upon the true Church,

J am not certai nwhether theſe Judgments are levell'd 
againſt the Magiſtrates, or Minifters of England, or both; 
nor is it of great Importance to know it; ſince Mr. Lacy 
commonly hurles his Stones without taking Aim, and 
cares not who they hit, ſo they do Execution upon any 
ofthoſe he calls his Enemies; for his Spirit is an angry

Language he beſtows upon others, for the ſake of a 
few French Scruhs, of whom I ſhall ſay no more in this 
place, becauſe Mr. Lacy has ſaid ſo much Truth alrea- 
dy, in that Particular. He further adds, that he has 4 
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reat Number in this Ciey, that will come to him ofter 4 
few Calls, And that I may oblige you wirh the Chara- 
&er of one or two of them. I muſt leave Mr. Lacy and 
his Spirit for a Moment, but will attend them again im- 
mediately. | I 

It was about this time, that the precious piece of Mor. 
tality, Betty Grey, who makes ſuch a Figure in this Nar- 
ration, came, and almoſt without Calling, to add to 
the Number of the Inſpired, and has proved fo great a 
Proficient in the Art and Myſtery of Propheſying, and 
Feats of Activity, as to outdo all the reſt, 

Of her Parents and Education I have no Knowledge, 
all the Account I haue of * her, is, that ſhe is the Man's 


Niece that ſnuffs the Candles at the Play-Houſe, and 


there in all Probability ſhe learn'd the -gameſome Fro- 
licks ſhe © practiſed among the pretended Prophets; with 
* whom ſhe came acquainted, by the French Prophets 
lodging in het Vncle's Houſe about a Fortnight, and 
& all of a ſudden, grew very intimate and familiar with 
© them. Ir ſeems, ſhe was a wildskittiſh Girl, and Mr. 
Marion rebuked her for her light and wanton Beha- 
* yiour, which had ſuch an Effect upon her, that ſhe 
* took it Heart, and wept bitterly, and ever after ſhed 
© Tears when he ſpoke to her, tho Betty underſtood no 
* French, and Marion could ſpeak no Engliſh. Howe- 
ver, after rhis ſhe became more Serious; and one of 
them having an Inſpiration while they lodged there, and 
* declaring, that one of that Family was to be called out 
for the Work and Service of the Lord, Betty Grey was 
* ſoon ſeized with the Symptoms of Inſpiration, and in a 
itte time after her Mouth was opened. 

Not long after, ſays my Friend Mr. L. M. Betty 
* did all things by Inſpiration: Left her Aunt's Houſe 
e ſometimes two or three Days and Nights together. Af- 
* ter that ten or twelve Days and Nights ſucceſſively, 
and at laſt, told her poor deluded Uncle and Aunt, that 
* ſhe mult leave them for good and all; for ſhe had re- 
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« ceived a new Name from Heaven, viz. Saraiah the Mother 
&« of the Faithful, and therefore muſt live among the Prophets, 
and work in the Lord's Vineyard. This her Aunt told

One of theſe Prophets is extreamly taken with the 
« {weet and charming Society of Betty Grey, (for o ] 
vill call her, till I have better Authority for her Mock- 
„Name) and as I am credibly inform'd, embraces and 
« blefſes her when ſhe is in Bed, and that by Inſpiration 
& too, which Tam inclind robelieve, from the over-amo- 
“ rousRelatlons that frequently dropfrom herownMouth, 
© which I have been amazed to hear; and from their 
© kifiing, ſinging, dancing, and whiſtling in their Exta- 
* fies; baudy Poſtures upon the Bed, and more parti- 
4 cularly, by what a handſome Leg I-once ſaw among 
* them, with other Indecencies ; of which I could 
*« give you large Teſtimonies ; but Sir, I want ſome 
grains of their large Stock of Impudence, and more 
time to ſteel my Bros, before I can relate them, in 
« Diale& as ſcandalous as the Actions. 
When Betty Grey left her Uncle and Aunt, ſhe told 
* they muſt expect to hear no more from her till ſhe 
« was in Priſon ; but that proved notoriouſly falſe. She 
& alfo.rold me that Mr. Lacy and the other Prophets 
E longed more for a. Priſon than for Meat and Drink; for 
* then the Fudgments they had foretold would certainly come 
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Their laſt Meeting on June 28. 1707, conſiſted of 
cc about thirty Perſons ; where Mr. Allut a French Proſe- 


46 [5ze had the firſt Inſpiration, and after other Words, 


&* his Spirit declared, that Perry Grey ſtould have a Vi- 
« ſion of Angels. She roofthe Hint, and before Allut 
“ had quite done, fell into an Extaſy, and preten- 
& ded ſhe had inch a Viſion, but refuſed to tell 
the Particulars publickly. Though another of 
& rhe- Inſpired took an opportunity to ſay, that her 
iſion was a Confirmation of Mr, Allut's Inſpiration ; 
* though there was no other Proof of her Viſion than 
& her bare Affirmation, and every one knew their * 
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« ſo perfectly, that I and ſeveral others that were pre- 


* ſent, were really of Opinion, it was concerted be- 


« tween them before they came from home, for they 
& cohabir in the ſame Houſe. Thus Sir, all that they 
« would have look ſtrange, and like Truth, is acted 
upon and among themſelves, who being under the 
« {ame Deluſion, will nor diſcover their own Cheats. 
% Mr. Lacy acted the next Part, but run ſo hard a- 
« oainſt the Engliſh Glergy, calling them egregious Fools, 
« and ſaying, that his Spirit was come to plead with all 
&« thoſe Paſtors, that charge ſo much Impoſture upon his 
„Meſſengers; Ay, ay, .ay, ay *. Tour corrupt Hearts ſhall 
© be ript up to the view of al; that Sir Richard Bulkeley 


« was torc'd to ſtrike twice upon the Table, before he 


* could check his Career, and take him off his Speed. 
Which ſeems a ſtrange Contradiction to me; for if 
Mr. Lacy ſpoke the Words of the Holy Spirit, as he 
* pretends he does, how durſt Sir Richard filence him ?

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e J might alſo acquaint you Sir, with the Gentle - 
man's Reflexions upon Betty Grey's immodeſt Actions, 
but tis roo ſmutty for chaſte Ears; for in truth, all 
her Agitations are attended with ſuch ſhameful baudy 
Sight, that none in their Senſes, can believe them to

« Pudding Pye Moll, I cannot yet learn her Sirname, 
but ſne is generally known in London by that, becauſe 
ſhe lived by carrying and ſelling Pudding Pies about 
the Streets; not that I deſpiſe any Perſon that uſes 
the meaneſt Employment ro procure an honeſt Live- 
lyhood ; bur fince I know no other Name, muſt be 
excuſed for calling her by this.

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This Paper or- Meſſage, that by Direction of the Spi- 
rit, was ſent to the Lord Chief Juſtice, to grant a Noli 
Proſequi, having had no Effect, for a Reaſon you will 
hear by and by; they thought it time to prepare them- 


| ſelves for a Tryal; and one way they rgok for it was, 


that in the beginning of the Week, in which Mr. Marion 
was to have his Tryal at Guild- Hall, Mr. Lacy had an 
Inſpiration, wherein he gives them Counſel and Com- 
fort, but was out of his aim, falſe or impertinent in both 
of them. He tells them he would give them notice of 
the Tryal, which was unneceſſary, that was done by the 
Court, without Inſpiration. That all, all would be a- 
gainſt them, but that was falſe, for they found twelve 
more on their Side than they expected, or that they 
ought to have had.

One would think that Mr. Lacy lived in the Kingdom 
of Naples or Sicily, and that the ſa/phurous Smoke of 
Mount Etna had traubled his Brain, and made him 
dream at ſo vile a rate, and throw about his Judgments 
without Fear or Wit; Where he knows they are no 
more regarded than thoſe Animals in Spain, that are 
called the King's Trumpeters; for Mr. Lacy's Trumpet 
always gives an uncertain, though like them a grating 
and immuſical Sound; for I challenge him to thew 
any one of his Predictions that ever came to pals ; but 
ſince this Gentleman thinks himſelf obliged to imitate,

fe, my People, have done well to come at length. I 
come to call. I forbid none the uſe of their Reaſon to udge 
by. You ſay there was no need of ſuch a Miffion here as in 
France, where no ordinary Miniſters did remain: but J 
ſee and know that your Miniſters here do not teach er pro- - 
claim my approaching Kingdom. As to that point, they 
are totally ſilent, ſhamefully ſilent, Therefore I think fit to 
publiſh this Miſſion here, as in France, and not here only, 
but over all the Earth, 

The Scribes, Sir Richard Bulkeley, Mr. Facio, and Mr. * 
Portales, having told you *, that the above-written was 
utter d at an appointed Meeting with Miniſters of ſeve- 
ral Sorts; and ſome others; but having been very in- 
ſincere, and defective in their Relation, as if our Mi- 
niſters had only been Auditors of the pretended Pro- 
phets, and that none of the pretended Prophets ſpoke or 
ſhewed any of their Poſtures, but Mr. Lacy; I ſhall give 
you a full Relation of that Meeting, as it was tranſ- 
mitted to me in Writing, by a very worthy, ingenious 
and honeſt Gentleman who was preſent. His Letter

Lacy the pretended Engliſh Prophet: And on the part 


of the Prophets, Sir Richard Bulkely Knight, Mr. Fa- 
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cio, and Mr. Portale's, Scribes. Sir Richard, who ſeems 
to be their Advocate General, was about to read a Pa- 
* per, but was prevented by Mr. Marions falling into 
one of his Fits, or Inſpirations ; who after a few Sighs, 
* Sobs, and Hiccups, broke Silence; but every Word al- 
* moſt being accompanied with a Gulp, or a Hiccup, and 
violent Agitations of the Head and Body, which teem'd 
to be Affected, and all his Sentences.ſo broken and in- 
* coherenr, that I could ſcarce underſtand, much leſs 
* bear in Mind the Particulars he diſcours'd, 

The whole ſeem'd to be calculated for rhe prefent 
Meeting, both the French and Engliſh Prophets, chiefly 
© applying themſelves to our Miniſters, whom they call'd 
Doctors, and Conducters of the People, and aſcrib'd the 


Neceſſity of their own extraordinary Cal and Miniſtry; 


© r0 the Neglect of our Paſtors, in not warning the People 
* of approaching Judgments, Sc. which is all I ſhall ſay 
© at preſent of their Sermons in particular, and ſhall re- 
© fer you, Sir, to the Prophetical Warnings, publiſh'd 


by Elias Marion; for the ſame Incongruities, Tauto- 


- * Jogies; and general Predictions of the Fall of Antichriſt, 


© Deftruction of Pharaoh, and Judgments on the Wicked, 
* by whom they chiefly mean the French Proteſtants, that 
* moleft their Meetings, ran through all their Noiſy Ha- 


. * rangues. 


J call them general Predictions, for they having 
made two or three falſe Steps in particular Prophe- 
© cies, they carefully avoid ſplitting on the ſame Rock for 
the future, When Marion had done propheſying, he 
* kneeled down and prayed, his uſual Agitations conti- 
nuing; but little Difference could be perceiy'd between 
* his Sermen and Prayer ; for there was neither Decen- 
cy, folid Matter, or tolerable Order in either of them, 
* and yet all was aſcrib'd Enthuſiaſtically at leaſt, if not 
* Blaſphemouſly, to the Holy Ghoſt, the God of Order: 
Mr. Facio ſaid, when the Prayer was ended, that none 
of our Divines were able to do any thing like it, to which 
Sir Richard Bulkely aſſenteeeee.

Mr. Lacy who was in a corner of the Room in a 
great Chair, fell alſo into an Extaſie, and in his Fit,

Which being ſo Full, and to the Purpoſe, I ſhall add 
bur a few Obſervations upon it. The firft is, that Mr. 
Lacy ſays in his Preface, that his Mouth was not opened 
till the twelfth Day of June, and yer I can prove that he 


giving himſelf the Lie, but I will only ſay, he commir- 
ted a Miſtake. 
Tho' Mr. Lacy ſays, that under the Operation of the 
Spirit, he knows not what he is to ſay or do, till direct- 
ed by the Spirit; yet in the midſt of his Fit, he took care 
to pre vent bis Peruke from being trampled on and ſpoil d, 
tho the Spirit {aid nothing on that Subject; which is a 
lain Contradiction. 
That Sir Richard Bulkeley fait that the Spirit had for- 
bid Diſpating with our Divines, which Mr. Lacy denied. 
Here are two Spirits at Pro and Con about the ſame thing, 
and yet don't deal fo fairly and freely with us, as to tell 
which Spirit ought to be believ d, the Nuight g, ot 
the Gentleman s? or neither of them, till they are bet- 
rer agreed among themſelves? 

And ſince they talk ſo much of their Extraordinary 
Calling, and the Neceſſity of it, I will conlude my Obſer- 
vations on my Friend's Letter, with asking them this 
modeſt Queſtion, viz.

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About two a Clock the ſame Day, the fix Perſons 
formerly mentioned, being at Dinner together, on a 
ſudden, Betty Gray clap'd her Hands upon her Eyes, 
and ſaid in a great Fright, God bleſs. me, and the more- 
ſhe rub'd her Eyes, the blinder ſhe grew, and in two 
Minutes ſhe found her ſelf quite dark; and ſo after 
many Tryals being made, as to her Blindneſs, Dinner 
being ended; ſhe was led intoanother Chamber, where, 
after ſhe had far on the Bed fide about twenty Mi 
nutes, ſhe turned about, kneeled on the Ground and 
prayed, and ſoon was in Extaſie.

I confeſs, this Relation did not a little ſurprize me, and 


therefore reſoly'd before I wouf'd publiſh it, to have better 


Authority for doing it, than a current verbal Diſcourſe to 


Juſtify my Self. To that end I wrote to the Gentleman 
from whom I had the Story, to adviſe further about it, and 
write his Opinion to me accordingly at his firſt Opporty. 
nity ; which he did in a Letter, dated October 7, 1707. in 
theſe Words. |

| 1 AM aps" you ſhould raiſe Doubts about the Cer. 
tainty of v Matter that I communicated to you, 
that I know was to be printed. I thought you had known 
me better. However, I have taken the Courſe you dire. 
Red, and now return you anſwer, that tis a certain Trub, 
and can be proved beyond Contradiction; with this further 
Addition, that Sir Richard did not only refuſe to buy 
himſelf New Clths till he was made ſtraix; but has alſo 
forbid the building a College 1n Ireland for teaching the Libe.

already, and deſigned to endow it with Seven Hundred 


Pounds per Annum to perpetuity ; for now he knows bet- 
ter things, and that Learning is to be had at a cheaper rate, 
without Human Means, as they love to expreſs themſelyer, 
Sir Richard ſaid this to a Perſom who told me of it, not 
to ridicule his Worſhip ; but as an inſtance of his having 


devoted himſelf entirely to the Conduct of the Spirit.

And after this, who can imagine a_ Folly or Vani- 
nity that they are not li able to be guilty o. 

Nor are they leſs prone to Revenge ; for believing that 
Dr. K—+t, and J. C. Eſq; were their Enemies, who in 
truth rather pity them, than any way endeayour to reproach 
or injure them; they denounced very ſad Judgments againſt 
them, and Sir Richard Bulkeley was ſo evidently aſſured of 
their happening, that he ſeemed to deplore their Condition 
and ſaid, He would not be in either of the Gentlemens Coats 10 
be Pr.
